Despite all the Champagne that was 
uncorked that day as well as promises of 
expansion, the factory shutdown suddenly 
in November, dashing the hopes of workers 
and their families and the community that 
surrounded it. 

Welland has been burned before, far too 
many times. 

With that in mind, I can't blame skeptics 
who greeted news that General Electric 
selected Welland for its new engine manu¬ 
facturing plant with cynicism bordering on 


derision. 

Nevertheless, this time I think there's far 
more room for optimism than Welland has 
seen for a very long time. 

small compared to the thousands of job 
losses this city has suffered, there's reason to 
believe we could see much more than that. 

For instance, the plant in Waukesha, Wis. 
that this facility is replacing employs 350 

And although no one seems to want to 
shout out the numbers for fear of being called 
a dreamer, when supply chain jobs are added 
to the mix we could be talking about more 
than 1,000 jobs. Even that estimate could be 
overly conservative based on some of the 
projections I’ve heard. 

According to 2011 census data, there are 
2,380 unemployed people in Welland, out of the 
city's total workforce of25,075. This plant will 
definitely take a huge bite out of that statistic. 

This project also means an investment of 
at least $250 million in ultra valuable US cur¬ 
rency. You don't pour that kind of money into 
a community without planningtostayputfor 
an awfully long time. 


It's amazing news for Welland, as well as 
Niagara as a whole. 

But rather than making a huge deal about 
it, GE chose to quietly announce its plans. 

It began with a somewhat cryptic e-mail 
from our economic development officer Dan 
Degazio, sent to local reporters last Tuesday 
afternoon, inviting them to the mayor's 
office the next morning. Degazio described 
it as “a very, very, very IMPORTANT 
ANNOUNCEMENT” for the city. 

While writing the word “very" three times, 
and “important announcement” all in capital 
letters certainly piqued the interest of local 
media, even that failed to capture the essence 
of the news they had for us. 

But unlike the Fly-by-Night Corp., there 
were no marching bands parading through 
the halls of the Welland Civic Square - just 
Mayor Frank Campion and Degazio, followed 
by a meeting with economic development 
officers from other Niagara communities that 
pitched in to help Degazio seal the deal with 
the multinational corporation. 

No GE representatives attended, and no 
other political leaders. 

The lack of celebration was a bit puzzling, 
at first. But in hindsight, I think the way the 
announcement was handled speaks volumes 
about the company that we will soon wel- 

The people of Welland know only too 
well how it feels to receive devastating news 
from the cold corporate world. John Deere 
pulled up stakes and headed for Mexico in 


. . inDainCity. 
Energex left behind that post-apocalyptic 
wasteland on Ontario Road in 2014, a few 
years after a new manufacturing plant was 
constructed in Thomasville, Ala. 

GE is essentially doing the same thing to 
the people of Waukesha. 

It’s a city of 70,000 people - not much 
larger than Welland. And there are at least 
350 families who are right now feeling the 
same loss and uncertainty that 700 local 
families felt in 2009 when John Deere closed. 

In this case, however, it appears the com¬ 
pany was essentially forced to leave behind 
that city due to American federal govern¬ 
ment politicians who described the services 
provided by the U.S. Export-Import Bank as 
corporate welfare. 

And the low-key announcement in 
Welland last week could have been a subtle 
demonstration of something of which 
I thought corporations were incapable; 
compassion. 

After all, you can’t celebrate Welland's suc¬ 
cess without dancing on the grave of the plant 
in Waukesha. 

Did GE management recognize this when 
they chose to roll out the big news with as 
little fanfare as possible? I think so. 

And if that’s the case - if GE is a corpora¬ 
tion that is actually capable of empathy - 
then we have a lot to celebrate.

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Regional transit makes 
changes to aid students

Niagara Region wants to help students 
get to class with ease. 

Public bus route changes are on their 
way and expected to benefit Brock Uni¬ 
versity and Niagara College students who 
use the local transit system. 

The Region’s public works commit¬ 
tee opted last Tuesday to approve a new 

necting Niagara Falls and St. Catharines. It 
will include stops at Niagara College, the 
Oudet Collection at Niagara and the GO 
bus terminal at Fairview Mall. 


also runs between Niagara Falls and St. 
Catharines, will be altered to provide more 
direct service along Thorold Stone Road to 
Brock University. 

That route will no longer stop at the Nia- 
gara-on-the-Lake oudet mall. 

If the changes receive final approval 
from regional council Thursday, they will 
be implemented beginning September 
and will run until the end of April 2017. 

During last Tuesday's meeting, it was 
also approved, pending budget approval, 


that inter-municipal transit routes, under 
a pilot set to expire at the end of April 2017, 
be extended to run until Dec. 31,2017. 

That extension, which would require an 
additional $430,000 in funding from the 

future options from the inter-municipal 
transit working group. 

In May 2015, Welland, St. Catharines 
and Niagara Falls, each with their own 
public transit system, were tasked with 
determining what an effective regionwide 
bus system might look like. 

A working group was formed later that 
year and committed to improving post-sec¬ 
ondary connectivity by September 2016.

on short-term solutions for the start of the 
academic year until the group's recom¬ 
mendations are presented. 

AliceMary Nakiwala, president of the 
Niagara College student administrative 
council, said in a video presentation to 
committee that students appreciate being 
included in the transit conversation.

$1,100 in cosmetics 
sold to autistic man

An apology has been issued and a full 
refund granted after a Pen Centre store 
came under fire last weekend for what 
many people considered mistreatment 

A Facebook post detailing an incident 
that occurred at Adore Cosmetics last 
week quickly went viral last Saturday with 
more than 3,200 shares online. 

It was last Friday when the parents of 
26-year-old Tom, whose last name has 
not been released, found a package in 
the room of their autistic son containing 
more than $1,100 in cosmetics. 

The online posting, created by fam¬ 
ily friend Sandra Frayne, alleges staff at 
Adore Cosmetics convinced Tom during 
a May 25 visit that he had bags under his 
eyes and sensitive skin that required the 
help of their products. When Tom’s par¬ 
ents visited the store to discuss the situ¬ 
ation, the post claims they were told by 
management that staff had no choice but 
to treat the man as they would any other 
customer and approve the sale. 

According to the post, store staff 
checked that Tom was employed — he 
works at a local McDonald’s — and had 
him sign a paper acknowledging the pur¬ 
chase, made using Tom’s credit card, as 
a final sale. It was noted by staff, the post 



of issues like this," the statement reads. 

When the company learned of the inci¬ 
dent via social media, the store was con¬ 
tacted and a refund was issued to Tom, 
the statement said. 

“We also directly apologized to his 
family. We made sure that the Adore Cos¬ 
metics store at Pen Centre terminated 
the employee who sold Tom the products 
and violated the brand policy regarding 
both sales and returns.” 

The company said the incident “in 
no way reflects the ethics or policies of 
Adore Cosmetics.” 

“It was, in fact, a gross violation by an 
individual employee of a store that is 
independently operated as opposed to a 
store directly owned by the company or a 
franchise. We'd like to extend our sincere 
apologies not only to Tom and his family 
(but also) to the City of St. Catharines."
